against the transformer at Rialto, 
knocking it out completely, scattered 
an inch of moisture on the bench, 
hurled ‘hail, half an inch in diameter 
to pelt the roofs of the houses and 
the orange and lemon trees during 
one phase of the storm, and driving 
winds which mowed down trees and 
chimneys and tore considerable fruit 
from the trees, 

From the mouth of 
yon the rain moved 
ward, striking all the range to the 
Lytle creek. At Glenn ranch there 
was a big fall of rain and the three 
forks of the creek were booming last 
night.
